module of the second cellular phone.

Claim 8 (currently amended) The digital cellular phone system of claim 7, wherein when 
the first [[user]] cellular phone is informed about the registration and location information of the 
second [[user]] cellular phone, the second [[user]] cellular phone is then informed switching to 
switch to a wireless system a [[and]] the wireless system and the location information of the 
second [[user]] cellular phone [[serve]] serving a contact between the first and the second [[user]] 
cellular phones .
